Intendants there , particular Governors of His Towns 
and places, Bailiffs, Seneſchals, Provoſts, Judges, and 
their Lieutenants, andall other His Officers and SubjeRs, - 
whom it may concern, do take care reſpeQtively for the 
exa& obſervation of theſe preſents , which His Majeſty # 
commands to be publiſhed, and fer up in all the Towns,
